From  a small  planting  in  IB 05  I have  now  some 
25,000  plants  in  stock,  having  supplied  the  St.  Louis 
and  Chicago  markets  with  cut  flowers  for  Decoration 
Day  trade  the  past  sixteen  seasons,  and  have  shipped 
the  buds  as  far  west  as  Montana,  and  south  as  far  as 
Xew  Orleans  and  east  to  Massachusetts.
